MINNEAPOLIS MEN ARE CONFIDENT. 


Their Delegation Passes Through Chicago

Minneapolis will make a gallant fight for the 
Republican National convention of 1892.

PROPOSED MASONIC TEMPLE SAFE 
"DEPOSIT VAULTS. 


Fifty Thousand Boxes Will Be Placed in 
the Basement of That Structure—The 
Corner Store Leased by the Bankers’ 
National Bank for Ten Years at a Total 
Rental of $160,000~Sales of Residence 
Property—A Story Regarding a New 
Manufacturing Town Denied. 

Fifty thousand safe deposit boxes are to be 
put into the basement of the nic Tem- 
ple, forming what will prdbably be largest 
system of safe deposit vaults in the country 
for private use. Another interesting point in 
connection with this is that the corner store 
on the first floor has leased to Bank- 
ers’ National Bank for ten years at a total 
rental of $160,000. This is a rate of rental 
which will go a long way towards bearmg out 
the wisdom of some of the recent high-priced 
transactions in down-town real estate. 

The Bankers’ National Bank was organized 
Oct. 23. It has a capital of $1,000,000, Chi- 
cago capitalists have subscribed for $400,000 
of this and country bankers will take $600,000 
of the stock. From the stockholders already 
obtained the bank has assurance of deposits 
amounting to $1,000,000 at its opening. 
Another banking scheme; which contemplated 
the organization of a collateral loan bank to 
do principally a stock-exchange business, was 
recently formulated. Some $300,000 of capital 
in this enterprise was subscribed. Both of the 
banks were negotiating for quarters in the 


likely that these two interests will consolidate 
under the name of the already organized 
Bankers’ National Bank. All the details of 
the lease of the corner store on the first floor 
have been arranged ahd the lease will be 
finally signed today. The parties interested 
in the -bank will putup the money for con- 
structing the safe deposit vaults; but the 
vaults will be under the control of the Masonic 
Fraternity Association. They will cost $165,- 
000, 


Win Rent Boxes at Cut Rates. 

It is proposed to rent these 50,000 boxes at 
cut rates. The existing rate upon which all 
the safe deposit vaults now established here 
have united is $ annual rental for the smallest 
boxes. This rate will be just cut in half for 
the Masonic Temple boxes. The fraternity 
already sees 50,000 chickens hatched from 
these 50,000 eggs, and is figuring on a gross 
income two years from the opening of the 
vaults of $125,000. The expenses are esti- 
mated at $25,000 or less, so it is expected that 
there will be at least a clean ‘profit of $100,000 
ayear. The plan will be to have one depart- 
ment open nigit and day, so that people can 
at any hour deposit valuables thete for any 
length of time. There will also be large 
storage rooms for pictures and other bulky 
valuables. 

The terms of the bank’s lease of the corner 
store are $160,000 for ten years. This rental 
is not equaliy distributed over the period, 
however. The rental for the first year will be 


such proportion as to make the rental for thé 
whole term ‘$160,000. The rental per square 
foot per annum is about $12.50. 

“The Temple Association,” said Harvey T. 
Weeks yesterday, “confidently expects to 
make the entire expenses of running the build- 
ing and paying interest on the honds out of 
the basement and the roof. Within two years 
after the Teciple is completed I believe the 
income from those two sources will be equal 
to all the expenses of operation and of fixed

the stockholders.

Rea, Mendel & Co. have sold the northeast 
corner of West Twelfth street and Campbell 
avenue, 197x125 feet, improved with a three- 
story flat building, for Charles Manske to 
Charles H. Briggs, for $65,000, and the prem- 
ises No. 4348 Ellis avenue, 6244x160 feet, im- 
proved with a residence, for Dr. Mulvane, for 
$13,000. 

“The project for the establishment of a 
wholesale furniture headquarters and ware- 
house in the upper part of the Leiter Block is 
meeting with more than ordinary success,” 
said R. E. Ismond.

$75,000. We have agreements from esough 
furniture men to provide for $40,000 a year. 
These persons each agreed to take from 1,000 
to 5,000 square feet of space.

Has Little Foundation. 

The account of an alleged project for the 
establishment of a manufacturing town at the 
juuction of the Wabash and Calumet Terminal 
railroads published by an evening paper 
seems to have been projected on an entirely 
insufficient foundation. According to this 
account owners of approximately 2,000 acres 
at this junction in the Town of Worth have 
contracted to unite their interests and donate 
one-eighth of their land to a syndicate of 
manufacturers who will develop the tract. 
Two elements are lackumg to the consumma- 
tion of this promising scheme. The property- 
owners have not made even preliminary 
agreements to such an arrangement, and ab- 
solutely nothing has been done in securing 
contracts from manufacturers, 

There is no foundation for the story,“ said 
J. H. Smith, who is interested in an eighty- 
acre tract at the junction. The scheme for 
interesting manufacturers in our property was 
suggested at an informal meeting of property- 
owners. The largest amount of land consid- 
ered at any time was 600 acres. Ne, otiations 
have not been opened with any manufacturing 
company.“

BAD CONDITION OF A BANK. 


Just $34 Left in Its Vaults Out of $140,000 
Deposited. 

Mit¥Forp, Mich., Nov. 19.—[Special. ]|—State 
Bank Examiner Sherwood closed the Milford 
State Bank Sept. 16 and reported that the 
bank had failed. “ Failed” is a mild word to 
use in reference to this institution. The bank 
was established sixteen years ago as a national 
bank. The principal promoters were the 
Wilhelm brothers and relatives, with a 
fine line of directors. One was ex-Gov. 
J. W. Beal of Flint) The Wilhelms 
were young men who were known as 
„ hustlers, and they went into all sorts of 
speculations. They and their relatives owned 
the controlling stock. The bank had deposits 
as high as $140,000. The morning after the 
Bank Examiner had taken charge there was 
only $34 in cash in the bank. The assets 
showed $142,709 and the liabilities $132,685, 
but it is hard to see how the assets can be 
made to yield over $15,000, Worthless loans, 
crazy Kansas boom real estate, patent rights, 
speculations, and poor personal paper repre- 
sent the balance.

It was agreed in the meeting that ite presid- 
ing Officer, J. G. Steever, First Vice-President 
of the board, should be the spokesman for the 
directors and that, for the present, it would 
not be wise for anyone to talk. It is generally 
agreed, however, that the Board of Directors 
place the whole matter in the hands of an in- 
vestigating committee, and that strict secrecy 
is maintained in order that this committee 
may work to best advantage. . by many it is 
thought that the committee will make a report 
at the next weekly session of the directory. 

If the directors had taken any steps in the 
investigation Messrs. Kennett, Hopkins, and 
possibly others would have been summoned 
before them as witnesses, and the fact that no 
outside witnesses were called lends color to 
the belief outlined. :

meeting. It was a proposition from Detroit 
that the Chicago Board of Trade call a meet- 
ing in Chicago of all shippers and vessel-own- 
ers interested in lake navigation with a view 
to deepening all the connecting channels of 
the great lakes to a depth of twenty-one feet. 

George M. Lane, Secretary of the Detroit 
Board of Trade, made this proposition in per- 
son as the representative of the Detroit Board 
of Trade, Merchanta’ and Manufacturers’ Ex- 
change, and Vessel-Owners’ Association. 

The Board of Directors with unwonted 
modesty passed a resolution commending the 
proposition, but advising that the convention 
be held in Detroit at the call of the Detroit or- 
ganizations named instead of in Chicago. 

In brief the plan of this convention, which 
will probably be called at Detroit within the 
next two months, will be to ask the coming 
Congress for $3,500,000 to be expended in 
deepening the 800 Canal, the St. Clair 
Flats, Limekiln Crossings at the mouth of the 
Detroit River; to enlarge and lengthen the 
locks in the various connecting canals, and in 
othér ways to make the great lakes 
navigable from Kingston to Duluth 
by the largest vessels. Canada will probably 
ask for a voice in the manner of making these 
improvements on boundary-iine canals and 
may make appropriations covering her share 
of the expenses. 

In connection with this scheme is one of 
still greater magnitude which may be devel- 
oped by this convention. It is to provide 
means of bringing vessels from the Atlatitic 
Ocean to Chicago or Duluth without their 
getting out of the jurisdiction of Uncle Sam. 
This will either be done by running a canal 
around Niagaraon the New York side and 
connecting at some point near the extremity 
of Lake Ontario with the Hudson River by 
means of an immense ship canal or by deep 
ening the present Erie Canal from Buffalo to 
Albany.

Arrzr the general election in 1886 the Lib- 
eral-Unionist members of the British Parlia- 
ment who acknowledged Chamberlain and 


Hartington as'their leaders numbered 75. They 


are now barely 60, so that one-fifth of their 


number has disappeared. A further reduc- 
tion is likely before the general election. Five 
of them returned to their old allegiance to the 
Gladstonian Liberal party. Seate held by 10 
of them having become vacant have been won 
by the Home-Rule Liberals. In the few cases 
where they have held their seats after contests 
since 1888, their majorities have been much re- 
duced. The recent election in Devonshire 
proves that their constituents only await the 
opportunity to retire many others of the re- 
maining 60 British mugwumps. And among 
those threatened are Lord Hartington and Sir 
Henry James. Indeed the only members of 
the coterie who hold secure seats are those of 
the Chamberlain family following. The ex- 
Radical controls the chief organ of public 
opinion in Birmingham, and is thus able to 
dictate there. His brother-in-law, himeelf, 
and Jesse Collings will doubtless continue to 
hold their seats. But there will be few others 
calling themselves Liberal Unionists in the 
next British Parliament. 


WHERE SHALL THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION BE HELD! 

The Republican National Central committee 

will meet at Washmgton next Monday to set- 


-tle where the convention of 1892 shall be held. 


The cities which are working the hardest to 
get it are Minneapolis, Omaha, and Cincin- 
nati, New York is making some efforts. Chi- 
engo is not laboring as it did in 1888, 1884, 


1880, 1868, or 1860, and to that fact these other® 


places owe considerable of what chance they 
have, 

There are two reasons why this city is not 
exerting itself. One is that the Chicagoans 
have the big World's Fair on their hands, 
which is of vastly more importance than a 
convention, lasting as it does for six months, 
while the latter is but fora few days. It is 
alleged, also, that while the contest was going 
on in Congress over the site for the World's 
Fair promises were made by some Chicagoans 
to Northwestern members that if they would 
vote for Chicago that city would make no ef- 
fort to get the convention of 1892. Those 
pledges were unauthorized, and yet they are 
thrown in Chicago’s face several thousand 
times a day. 

But Chicago may carry off the prize without 
scarcely lifting a finger for it. The city has 
a potent auxiliary which can be bound by no 
pledges. As the “stars in their courses fought 
against Sisera so one of those beliefs m 
luck by which men are swayed even in what 
is called an enlightened age is fighting against 
all the rival towns. It has come to be a faith 
with many that Chicago is a political mascot 
and St. Louis a political hoodoo—that a Chi- 
cago nomination is equivalent to a victory, 
unless both parties nominate here, in which 
case Pate stands neutral and lets luck decide 
the outcome of a hard-fought, close, and 
doubtful campaign. 

There is much in the history of politics 
to justify this faith in the virtues of a Chicago 
nomination. The Republicans, defeated in 
1856 with Fremont, who had been nominated 
at Philadelphia, came here in 1860. Had the 
convention been held elsewhere Lincolu would 
not have been chosen, but Seward, and he 
would have been defeated, for he could not 
have received a majority of the Electoral 
votes and the contest would have been thrown 
into the House, where the Republicans had 
but fifteen States out of thirty-three, and the 
Democrats would have won the Presidency. 

In 1868 the Republicans met here for the 
second time and nominated Grant in the 
State of which he was a citizen and from 
which he had gone forth to battle and victory. 
His triumph was an overwhelming one. Four 
years later the convention was not held in 
Chicago, but Grant had the good fortune to 
run against Greeley, who was nominated in 
Cincinnati. And the Democrats were awfully 
beaten. 

In 1876 the convention was held at Cincin- 
nati. The leading candidates were Blaine, 
Morton, Bristow, and Conkling. Uwing to 
the intense local influences brought to bear 
and the skill of the Ohioans in playing off one 
candidate against another they were able to 
defeat them all and foist Hayes on the party; 
but it was not a happy selection. New York, 
Indiana, and Connecticut were lost, and but 
for three Southern States, remnants of those 
Grant carried, Hayes wuld have been badly 
defeated. The Democrats, believing that the 
South ought to be solid“ for them, have 
insisted that he was not elected. The stress 
and strain which attended the Electoral Com- 
mission made that victory a costly one. Had 
the delegates met at Chicago that year Blaine, 
for whom Illinois was nearly solid, would 
have been nominated and of course elected. 

Taught by experience the Republicans met 
here again in 1880 and reconciled the conflict- 
ing claims of Blaine and Grant by making the 
choice of Garfield, who overwhelmingly de- 
feated the galiant and popular Hancock, who 
only had a St. Louis indorsement. Four 
years later the Democrats, grown wiser by 
sad experience, held their convention in Chi- 
cago. They nominated Cleveland and the Re- 
publicans meeting here also nominated 
Blaine. The contest was the closest ever 
known. Cleveland won by a bead,“ be- 
cause he carried his own State by a little over 
a thousand in a million and a quarter of votes. 
It is alleged that he got that majority because 
Butler votes were counted for him. As the 
ballots were destroyed it could not be verified. 
But if such was the case that number of votes 
would not have saved him, had it not been 
for Burchard’s treacherous three R’s two 
days before the election. Luck made Cleve- 
land the winner.

THE DOG SOUP CONSUMPTION CURE. 

Tun Turo a day or two since related the 
curious case of Miss Maggie Dennagher of 
Shelbyville, Ind., who is alleged to have 
cured herself of consumption by eating dog 
flesh. According to reports she has devoured 
one dog, partly in soup and partly in meat, 
and has so far recovered that she is up and 
about the house superintending the prepara- 
tion of another dog which is expected to com- 
plete the cure. As she had been living upon 
dog meat for two weeks and expects that one 
dog more during the next fortnight will suf- 
fice, her formula will probably be half a dog 
a week or two dogs a month as a sure cure 
for tuberculosis, So impressed are the ho- 
ple of Shelbyville with her unpalatable style 
of treatment that six prominent citizens have 
gone to eating dogs, which will involve during 
the coming month the sacrifice of a dozen 
more canines on the altar of Hygeia. 

Human nature is nothing if not imitative as 
well as credulous. We may readily believe, 
therefore, thata new use will speedily be 
found for canines and that the close com- 
panion and friend of man will »e utilized in 
a manner very repugnant to the dorg. How 
the dog gets at the tuberculus bacillus is not 
stated. Perhaps the latter feeds upon the 
dog and thus finds a worse bane than itself, or 
it may be that the dog bow-wows at the 
bacillus and scares it off the man. Be this as 
it may, if the purp is really to be the extermi- 
nator of the bacillusa new utility has been 
found for the barker, which will bring him 
into greater favor and establish a canine cult. 
Before the canis comes into general use as a 
cure for consumption, however, it will be nec- 
essary to know what kind of adog Miss Den- 
nager has eaten, for there are many sorts of 
dogs. It is hardly possible; for instance, that 
a yellow cur can cure anything. It would 
also be regarded by society with a feeling 
akin to horror that Tray, Blanche, and Sweet- 
heart or any of the pampered household pets 
are to be absorbed into the human organism 
to hunt bacilli. The species of dog should be 
defined with accuracy. A black and tan ter- 
rier, for instance, once a fortnight would be a 
homeopathic dose as compared with a New- 
foundland, and if a Skye or a poodle is suf- 
ficient to insure a cure why should the patient 
be left to make the mistake of gorging himself 
with a St. Bernard or a Russian bloodhound 
which might supply medicine enough to cure 
a whole family or neighborhood? If the dog 
can really destroy the bacillus then the world 
should know what kind of adog is available 
for this ghastly business. If a poodle can do 
the work or a yellow dog is trustworthy for 
this purpose by all means let the prescriptions 
be confined to them, as they are useless for all 
other purposes. It would be a wanton waste 
to sacrifice Irish setters or St. Bernards when 
poodles and other such canine truck can be 
had, and bull-dogs certainly should be eaten 
with caution. 

This point settled there will be a boom in 
pups, their price rapidly appreciating. It 
may be anticipated that butchers will have 
steaks and choice quarters in their stalls ; that 
packers will be canning canine soup; that 
druggists will have dog as a tonic in the form 
of emulsions, in capsules and sugar-coated 
pills, and powders, and that the doctors, who, 
as usual, will be puzzled to know what to do, 
wall go tohunting dogs with avidity and using 
them in turn to hunt the deadly bacillus who 
thus far by his abnormal friskiness has suc- 
coded in evading all attempts to capture him 
with guinea pigs and rabbits. If Miss Denna- 
gher makes her claim good after devouring 
her seeond dog, and the six other prominent 
citizens of Shelbyville after eating their dozen 
canines prove that they have exterminated 
their bacilli, the old legend cave canem' will 
have lost ite terrors. No dog will be safe. 
It will be well, however, for the readers of 
Tus Trarsunze to wait for further develop- 
ments before they begin upon this unpalat- 
able menu. 


ELECTION EXPENSES IN NEW YORK. 

Under ghe New York law, which provides 
that all candidates at any municipal, town, or 
general election shall file a verified statement 
of all the expenses of their canvasses within 
ten days after the occurrence of the elections, 
the various returns have been made. It goes 
without saying that so far as practical opera- 
tion or a true statement of expenses is con. 
cerned the law is a farce, there being numer- 
ous methods by which any candidate can 
evade it if he be so disposed. 

The ease with which this may be done is 
illustrated by the case of the successful candi- 
dace for Governor, Roswell P. Fiower, who 
was so busily engaged in signing checks for 
Tammany’s use during the canvass that he 
had no time to take an active part in it. It is 
an open secret that Flower put $100,000 into 
the pool when he was nominated, and that 
subsequently $100,000, and some say $200,000 
more, went into the Tammany tiger’s maw, 
and yet Flower has the gall to make a verified 
statement to the Secretary of State that 
he spent but $5,000 in getting his election. Of 
course Mr. Flower’s return is too ridiculous to 
impose even upon the most credulous. It was 
simple enough for him to put up the money 
before nomination or to quietly slip it 
into private hands and thus escape the in- 
tention of the law, which is to prevent bribery 
and corruption and the undue assessment of 
candidates. Tammany is not in the habit of 
negleccing opportunities of this kind. The so- 
ciety which charged Roger A. Pryor $10,000 
for his candidacy for a judicial office would 
not let a millionaire with an itch for office 
like Mower escape with a paltry $5,000. 

It might as well be conceded that the law is 
of no account. Itis well enough known that 
under the Tammany system every office in 
the city and State is rated at what it is worth 
in influence, power, honor, patronage, and 
boodle, and the candidate is made to pay for 
it accordingly. These offices are simply soid 
to the highest bidders by the Tammany gang. 
It has built up an elaborate and thorough sys- 
tem of blackmail and plunder and mocks at 
the law regulating expenditures for election 
purposes which go for the feeding and living 
expenses of an enormous numberof people 
who will not let go of their only means of sub- 
sistence without a fight. 

The same system prevails in the methods of 
national politics. Huge sums of money are 
collected for making deais, buying up fac- 
tions, or purchasing votes. It is claimed that 
three years ago the two old parties raised a 
million dollars each for these purposes. It is 
no exaggeration to say that this enormous 
sum was expended without influencing any- 
thing and went to subsist bummers, some of 
whom are respectable but most of whom are

enough to permit it to make as big a straddle 
as either of these, but it straddles as long as 
it can, . 

It has declared that Mr. Springer 1s its can- 
didate for the Speakership. It does not want 
Mills, or McMillin, Crisp, or Hatch. Its heart 
is true to Willidm, But the Springer organ 
is a free-trade paper. It says that it de- 
nounces and repudiates the stupid [protection ] 
insinuation of the Democratic platforms of 
1884 and 1888 that wages in America are in 
any manner dependent upon the tariff,“ but 
Mr. Springer, whatever he may have thought 
in the past, does got agree with the Springer 
organ now.

In the meanwhile he proposes 
just barely to touch the tariff with the tips of 
his fingers, so daintily as to hurt no one. 
Yet the free-trade print cleaves to Springer, 
though he has wandered far from its faith 
and is bending the knee to the protectionist 
Baal. 

The Chicago paper is opposed to free coin- 
age. How does Mr. Springer stand on that 
question? Its Washington correspondent is 
endeavoring to show that he is much sounder 
on the honest-money issue than Crisp, and 
hence is the best man to elect, Is he indeed? 
Does the record show that? When the Silver 
Cajmage bill was before the House last year 
Mr. Bland moved to recommit it with instruc- 
tions to report a bill for the free coinage of 
silver, Crisp and Springer both voted for the 
motion. When the question before the House 
was on concurring in the Senate fres-cvinage 
amendment both Crisp and Springer, equal 
in devotion to stumptail, and prompt to vote 
for it, supported the amendment. Hence 
neither of them can be looked on as a great 
friend to honest money. Nor has Mr. Spring- 
er said anything of late to indicate that he 
does not believe that copious injections of 
domestic aud foreign silver into the veins of 
the circulating medium is the only way to 
make the country prosper. 

It is pathetic to-gee a stiff, honest opponent 
of free coinage like the free-trade sheet sup- 
porting Springer on the ground that he is not 
at present quite as outspoken a dishonest 
money man as Crisp. It reminds one of the 
deacon who, on being taken to task for his 
friendliness for a woman whose reputation 
was decidedly fly-blown, pleaded in her be- 
half that she had partially reformed.”

FONSECA SURROUNDED BY PERILS. 


Desertions to the Revolutionists Include 
His Most Prominent Officials. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Vatrparatso, Chile, Nov. 19.—Two widely 
different reports have reached here tonight 
from Rio Janeiro, Brazil. From official 
sources the statement is made that Dictator 
Fonseca has heard by wire from all of the 
Governors of the States in the republic, and 
that every message announces adherence to 
the new form of government. On the other 
hand it is asserted, on what appears to be re- 
liable authority, that Fonseca has. imprisoned 
all of the deputies from the State of Rio Grande 
do Sul, with the exception of four, who, taking 
alarm in good season, fled from Rio Janeiro and 
are now safe beyond the reach of the Die- 
tator. Admiral Waudenkolk, it is also assert- 
ed, has deserted Fonseca and joined the in- 
surgents in Rio Grande do Sul. They have 
named as the chief of their military forces 
Gen. Ossoria. Fonseca disnatched one of his 
gunboats and a torpedo boat to the mouth of 
the Rio Grande River, but the insurgents suc- 
céssfully defended the passage. The Govern- 
ment of Uruguay has strictly prohibited the 
supplying of coal to the ships of the Brazilian 
insurgents, stating that it intends to maintain 
neutrality between the Dictator and his op- 
ponents. 

Passengers on a steamer which arrived to- 
day at Montevideo from Rio Grande do Sul 
ports say that the revolution was started by 
the Captain of the frigate Rodrigo Rocha, in

He Says That a General Political Confla- 
gration Will Euvel South America. 

Paris, Nov, 19.—Sefior Vicuna, who was 
selected by the late President Balmaceda to 
succzed him in the Presidenvy and who was 
elected to that office by the people in the 
south of Chile, has arrived in this city. In 
an interview today in regard to affairs in the 
Chilean Republic Sefior Vicuna said he was 
determined to wait until the public mind 
there became tranquil and the political 
situation normal before disclosing what he 
knew as to the stirring events which have re- 
cently occurred in that country. He further 
said that when the proper time comes he will 
publish documents which he holds in his - 
session, containing facts in regard to hin 
matters, and will leave history to pronounce 
the verdict as to the part he caved in the acts 
of the government of Balmaceda. 

Referring to the general situation in South 
America Sefior Vicuna said that on account of 
the revolution in Chili, which had an unsettling 
influence on the whole continent, a general 
conflagration was liable to break out at any 
moment. Brazil, he said, since the overthrow 
of the monarchy in that country and the proc- 
lamation of the republic, had been unable to 
éstablish a — having the essential 
elements of permanence. The divergent in- 
terests, both political and economical, and the 
dissimilar sympathies, customs, and tempera- 
ments of the people of the republic would 
inevitably lead to the separation of the coun- 
try into at least two sections—the North and 
the South. In Argentina, said Sefior Vicu- 
na, serious changes were taking place, and 
an outbreak of general discontent among the 
peuple was impending.

ENTER A VIGOROUS COMPLAINT. 


Vesselmen State Their Objections to the 
Fort Wayne Bridge. 

Capt. Marshall, United States Engineer, 
completed his survey of the Fort Wayne rail- 
road bridge near Nineteenth street yesterday. 
In the afterncon a committee of marine men, 
consisting of Hugh MacMillan, T. T. Morford, 


and J. S. Dunham, called at the engineer's 
office and went into the complaint of the ves- 
selmen against the bridge at considerable 
length. It was urged that bridges on Chicago 
River should keep pace with the increasing 
size of vessels on the Great Lakes, and it was 
said this bridge, instead of becoming larger, 
had been made smaller within six years by 
the substitution of a double track for a single 
track structure. Capt. Marshall said that as 


the channel was comparatively unobstructgd 
when. boats were not lying at the docks adja- 
cent to the bridge, it might be a fine legal 
point to decide which was the obstruction— 
the bridge or the boats at the docks. 

To this Mr. MacMillan replied that the 
right of a man to use his property could not 
be denied, and if this was the case it was not 
possible for boats to “ unreasonably ”’ obstruct 
the channel when they were lymg at these 
docks.. The obstruction must be the bridge 
itself. The marine men claimed there were 
more vexatious delays at this bridge on ac-

He testified that 
the First National Bank of Oshkosh had 
about $100,000 of the State funds on deposit 
during Harshaw’s term, and that the rate 
of interest paid was 3 percent. Schreiber, 
who received all the interest from the various 
banks that had State funds, also received the 
interest from the bank of which he was 
cashier and credited the same to a particular 
fund kept in the bank in the name of S. M. 
Hay as trustee. Witness further testified that 
his bank paid the same rate of interest to 
Harshaw that it did to others depositing money 
in the bank for periods of six or twelve 
months. Witness did not consult the other 
officers of the bank, including Senator Saw- 
yer, concerning the deposit of public funds 
or the receiving interest thereon. He, in a 
sense, acted as an agent for both Harshaw 
and the bank, but he did not enter into any 
compact with Harshaw as to the amount of 
interest the bank would pay. Mr. Bash- 
ford then asked the witness whether he 
(Schreiber) had not received compensation 
for his services from Harshaw as the latter’s 
financial agent. Witness said he had received 
no compensation, but that he expected some- 
thing for his services. 

Wanted $10,000 for His Services. 

When asked how much he would ask for his 
services he reluctantly replied that they would 
probably be worth $10,000 for the four years 
of Harshaw’s term. He said that he acted as 
financial agent of ex-Treasurer Richard 
Guenther during his term of office, but that 
he only charged him $38,000 for four years.

Attorney C. W. Felker chen took the witness 
in hand. He questioned him as to the exact 
number of banks in which Harshaw ke 
funds. He answered that as near as he could 
remember there were thirty-eight, but that he 
had no distinct recollection of any of them, or 


‘of the amount deposited in them, or of the 


amount of inte received. 

Witness stated that in 1889 the various banks 
reduced the rate of interest paid from 3 to 244 
per cent. When asked how he became aware 
of the fact that th banks had reduced the 
rate i per cent, the Treasurer not having a 
definite arrangement-with the banks as to the 
rate to be paid, witness said that he knew it by 
the total amount of interest received from the 
banks. 

It 1s true,” said he, that we had no ar- 
rangement with them. They sent whatever 
they pleased, but I figured out the rate per 
cent when the total amount of interest came 


in. 

The Oshkosh Bank, of which witness was 
cashier, did not reduce the rate of interest, but 
paid 3 until Harshaw’s term expired. 

Mr. Felker then questioned the witness asto 
the reasons why Mr. Harshaw engaged him as 
financial t when he was elected. Treasurer. 
Witness said that Harshaw prior to his elec- 
tion to oftice had no particular business train- 
ing and wag entirely unaccustomed to handling 
such large sums of money as he would be 
required to handle during his incumbency of 
the office of State Treasurer; that he was un- 
familiar with banks and banking business, 
and for that reason Harshaw’s bondsmen 
asked Harshaw to secure the assistance of an 
experienced financier to advise him in the 
business. Harshaw selected the witness, 
which seemed to be sdtisfactory to the 
bondsmen. ‘ Witness advised Harshaw in 
what banks to deposit the public funds, 
and he also assisted him in transferring the 
State funds from his predecessor in office 
as well as to again transfer them 
to his successor. Witness said that when Har- 
shaw went into office he (Schreiber) went to 
Madison and personally examined all the ac- 
counts, books, papers, etc., in the Treasury 
Department, and after that he went to Madison 
every three months to examine the condition 
of affairs in the Treasury the same as a Gov- 
—- Bank Examiner examines a national 


How He Kept the Interest Money. 

Mr. Felker asked the witness how he kept 
the interest money. He said that he kept it 
all on deposit in the First National Bank of 
Oshkosh; that Harshaw had several times 
borrowed money from the interest, but that 
he (Schreiber) made him give a note and 

ood securities for the loan. These securities 

e would have applied to adjust losses which 
might have occurred without hesitation had it 
been necessary. The witness was further 
questioned as to the practice of County Treas- 
urers with regard to loaning county funds. 
He said that in his county (Winnebago) and 
several adjoining counties he knew that the 
Treasurers deposited the money in banks and 
drew interest. 
_ Objection was raised to this line of question- 
ing claiming that it was irrelevant, but Mr. 
Felker insisted that long custom assisted ma- 
terially in interpreting statutory enactments. 

This ended the testimony of Mr. Schreiber, 
upon whom the State banked more than upon 
any other witness. The reading of depositions 


of different bankers was then taken up, which 


were interesting and showed how much money 
had been deposited in the various banks. 

‘The opposition of Senator Sawyer, the prin- 
cipal bondaman of Harshaw. was of interest 
because he is considered a great financier, and 
his word with the Treasurers was regarded 
as law. He said that he told Harshaw when 
he went on his bond that he wanted the money 
placed in banks that were unquestionably safe 
and where the money would be forthcoming 
on demand. He recommended the employ- 
ment of Schreiber to examine into the condi- 
tion of the State Treasury periodically and 
otherwise supervise the wack of the State 
Treasurer. The Senator had never been aware 
of the fact that his own bank in Oshkosh paid 
interest on the public funds; in fact, he did 
not know that any bank paid interest except 
from common rumor, and he had never taken 
interest enough in the matter to examine into 
it.

FRIEDHEIM’'S MASTERY OF THE PIANO, 


Almost Perfect as an Interpreter of Liszt’s 
Technical Compositions. 

Arthur Friedheim is one of the few pianists 
whose playing tends to reconcile one to the 
compositions of Franz Liszt. In the presence 
of his confident, effortless performance of his 
master’s works one forgets the paucity of 
original ideas, the tritenens of the thoughts 
utilized, and the eager seeking for effect 
in most of these works, and yields to the en- 
joyment of the artificial, elegant style which 
characterizes them, or to wonderment at the 
brilliant, oftentimes extravagant ornamenta- 
tion found in them all. Of Liszt compositions 
Friedheim * the two “Legends,” the 
B-minor Ballade, the Mephisto Waltzes, 
Am Wallenstaedtter See, the Pastorale, 
and the Don Juan Fantasie. 

None of the celebrated pianists who have 
visited Chicago during the last decade has 
1338 greater technical ability than does 

riedheim. The tremendous difficulties of 
the Don Juan Fantasie were overcome in 
2 * style. 

n addition to a digital dexterity and skill 
that are phenomenal Frieaheim a 
touch sympathetic and vital that imparts to 
his legato playing a beautiful, singing quality, 
gives crispness to his staccato work, and is es- 

cially effective in delicate passages. 

plendid breadth and emotional powers were 
displayed yesterday in his interpretations of 
works requiring these qualities, while in less 
impassioned compositions, such as St. 
Franciscus Preaching to the Birds,“ Schu- 
manns Warum and Des Abends,“ and 
the Chopin numbers, a poetry and healthy 
sentiment as delightful as they are’ artistic 
were discovered. These excellences of 
technique, touch, and interpretative power 
are all govern ahd controlled by high 
artistic intelligence and rare musicianly qual- 
ities, only one element in Friedheim’s playing 
being open to criticism. In fortissimo pas- 
sages he forces the pianoto the verge of 
noisiaess, and this, together with a certain 
habit of “twitching” the keys until they 
click, mars much of his work. No doubt the’ 
chief blame for this fault should be given 
the composer rather than the player, for 
if orchestral effects are contained in a compo- 
sition, a pianist, if he would produce them, 
can but force his instrument beyond its limit 
of pure tone power. In the obtaming of these 


_orchestral effects Freidheim is unusually suc- 


cessful, his performance of the Tannhäuser 
overture being much more satisfactory than 
such transcriptions generally are. A Schu- 
mann anda Chopin group were charmingly 
played, causing regret that the pianist had 
not given more of these masters rather than 
so much Liszt,

ATCHISON MAY FIGHT THE SANTA FE. 


Trouble Anticipated from the Change of 
Terminus te St. Joe. 

Avroutsom, Kas., Nov. 19:—The action of 
President Manvel of the Santa Fé in chang- 
ing the terminus of the northern loop of the 
road from Atchison to St. Joseph will prob- 
ably result in a suit against the company | for 
$150,000 in stock and accrued dividends. 

Twenty years ago the County of Atchison 
subscribed $150,000 stock in the Santa Fe 
railroad, then under construction, and voted 
$150,000 in .bonds to pay for thesame. The 
bonds were executed and issued and it was 
agreed that the company should deposit with 
the trustee a certificate for $150,000 of its paid 
up capital stock. The agreement was that 
when the road was completed the trustee 
should deliver the stock to the Commissioners 
of Atchison County and should deliver’ the 
bonds to the railroad company. : 

Before the railroad was completed in accord 
with the terms and conditions of the subscrip- 
tion, and upon which the bonds were voted 
and issued, a proposition was presented to the 
board to sell the stock of the county to the 
railroad company in consideration of $1 cash 
and promises to make Atchison a terminus. 
The proposition was accepted, and, without 
submitting the matter to a vote of the people, 
the Commissioners transferred the stock. The 
bonds were also turned over tothe company. 

Now that the company ‘proposes backin 
down on the terminus proposition it is sai 
that an action will be commenced against the 
company to secure a disgorging of the old 
— 25 stock and accrued interest.

John N. Bagley Says This Ise Why Detroit 
Mas Lost Its Trade. 

Dyrnorr. Mich., Nov. 19.— Special.] — The 
subject of Detroit 's loss of trade in the Upper 
Peninsula has been the topic of discussion.

It may be that some time Indiana 
may have to go back to the use of coal and 
wood, but there are no signs that this will be 
in the near future.

Wasurneror, D. C., Nov. 19.—A. K. Tingle, 
Supervising Special Agent, in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of the Treasury, shows 
that during the last fiscal year the special

scarcity of agents along the Canadian and 
Mexican borders.

As Chairman of that committee Mr. Gilbert 
had shown his interest, knowledge, and ability 
in the dairy line, and was the only man for 
the place. The nomination was heartily sec- 
onded by J. J. Richardson of Iowa and unani- 
mously carried.

CONNECTICUT’S SORBY PLIGHT. 


No State Appropriation for the Fair Owing 
to a Deadlock. 

Haxtrorp, Conn., Nov. 19.—{Special.}— 
There is no question that Connecticut prom- 
ises to be heavily handicapped in the matter 
of its representation at the Columbian Expo- 
sition. The trouble is the legislative dead- 
lock. 

No appropriation has been made by the 
Legislature, and if that body adjourns next 
January without doing any business it will be 
impossible to secure an appropriation earlier 
than January, 1893, when the new Legislature 
convenes. 

Shortly after the present Legislature met 
last January a bill was introduced appropriat- 
ing $25,000, and measures were projected to 
arouse the interest of manufacturers and 
others so as to assure gu exhibit of the numer- 
ous industries of the State, equal, if not su- 
perior, to the creditable exhibition made by 
the State at Philadelphia in 1876. But the 
deadlock between the Senate and the House 
which set m early in the session prevented any 
regular legislative business, and the various 
propositions relating to the Fair shared th. 
fate of all other matters presented; that is, 
they were left upon the tables of the clerks. 

No business was transacted when the two 
Houses met last week, and when they meet 
again in January it is doubtful whether gen- 
eral legislation will be taken up. 

This would leave Connecticut without a dol- 
lar available for the purposes of its representa- 
tion at Chicago other than such as might be 
raised by private subscription. If nothing is 
done by Connecticut’s Legislature 
seems probable, until January, 1893, 
will remain only four months—until May 1— 
to prepare for Connecticut’s exhibit.
